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On 3/10/65 PSI advised he had received on the previous day 
and answer to the application for membership in Minutemen previously 
sent in by him. The outside envelope was postmarked on 3/665 at 
Centralia, Mo.. The inside envelope was self addressed to “Boxholder, . 
P.0.Box 68, Norborne, Missouri® and this envelope had typed on it 
in the upper right hand corner "Postage Guaranteed”. There was a piece 
of grey pte between the above typing on the inside envelope and 
the outside envelope. The contents of the inside envelope vere then 
wrapped in a piece of carbon paper. The contents were a letter to 
“Dear Fellow Patriot® signed by ROBER? B. DePUGH, National 

] Coordinator, and on @hé letterhead of “HINUTEMEN®, along with a 

7 Beper captioned "Report No.1" which had spaces.on it to correct your 

: mailing address and to accept Provisional Membership in Minutemen or 
decline membership or continue as an associate momber to pay dues 
but not take the training lessons. $— 


This "Report No.1" was returned to MINUTEHEN by PSI along 
with the required $1.00 indicating he accepted Provisional Nembership 
and would finish the training progran to gualify for full membership 
and agfeeing to pay his dues regularly ($2.00 per month) and to 
carry out ali duties assigned to hin.

In the letter PSI was assigned a Number, A-45223, and told 
to use that in place of a name or address in future comnunications, 
The letter pointed out how a persoiiprogresses in MINUTEXEN through 
ee and passing of tests and votes. It points out the $2.00 
per month dues to be paid and indicates if all goes well the 
member will be assigned to "a band or to sone other active 
organizational assignment.”
